Surely a government which has 
the power to conscript every citizen’ ‘time of war has 
the right to penalize the citizen who fails to participate 
in elections which are the very basis of government 
by public opinion. ; 

Pett ne last general election in the United 
States only half of those of voting age and possessing 
the qualifications of legal voters went to the polls. 
It may be argued thai government will be better off 
if those not sufficiently interested to exercise the fran- 
chise should stay at home. On the other hand it 1s 
true that those who have some selfish incerest at stake, 
or who are moved by fanaticism_of some sort, more 
generally go to the polls than those who are inspired 
by no such destructive motives., It was discovered 
at the first election held under -he Australian law 
penalrzing the non-voter that the conservative or con- | 
structive cause made far greater gains than the radical 
or destructive cause. 

“Good government is menaced no: so much by, 
the mistakes of the wrong headed or destructive ele-, 
ments who, right at heart, are not stirred to action by 
the aggressive methods used in urging the destruc.ive 
and radical elements to the polls. It is always easier! 
to stir up enthusiasm for a destructive than for a con- | 
structive program. 

“Tt is to be hoped that one or more of the states 
of the Union will lead the way in legislation re- 
quiring voters under penalty, to register and to vote. 
The penalties thus assessed would pay the cost elec-| 
tions. It would greatly lessen -he cost to which po- 
litical organizations are put in “getting out the vote’ ; 
voters would not have to be hauled to the polls. It 
would place a proper legal odium upon civic indiffer- 
ence.

This per- 
mits constant ventilation; and a 
purifying circulation of fresh air 
carries off the fumes of roasting, 
preventing their absorption by the 
coffee. While this machine roasts 
small quantities at a time, the 
total oytput per hour is far greater 
than that produced by former 
methods.
